By-Laws of Gold Candin Mining: District. 


Minutes of a Of. 
of Gold Ganon Mining District, held on 
the 24° day ‘of July, A. D., 1864, at 
Septoe City, in the county of Lander, 
Territory. of Nevada. rhe | 

Porsuant call for meetin of 
the miners of Gold Canon Minin 
trict, such meeting was held ont the 24 2d 
day of J nly, 1864, at the house of 
Walter J. Edsall, Esq., in Steptoe City, 
Nevada Territory, and John B. Urmy 
Was called to the Chair, and Edw, 
Ingham was chosen Secretary, 

On motion, a Committee of three 
wus appuinted to report the ‘order of 
basiness. The Committee consisted of 
Messrs Thurmond, Bane and Pierce. 
After consideration, the Committee 
reported as follows on the order of 
business : 

First. 
District. 

Second, The consideration of the 
By- -Laws. 

Third. The election of a Recorder. 

The Report was accepted and the 
Committee discharged. 

On motion, a Comittee of five were 
appointed by the ChYirman to draft a 
new set of By-Laws for the government 
of claim-holders and others in the dis* 
trict. The Committee consisted of 
Messrs John Gordon, O. Fuller, J. H. 
Ely, Thos. Beighel and Josiah Hosmer. 

After due consideration by the Com- 
mittee appointed fer that purpose, the. 
folowing By-Laws were made and 
passed unanimously ; 

At a meeting of the claim-holders in 
Gold Canon Mining District, Lander 
County, Nevada Territory, held at 
Steptoe City, in said Territory and 
County, July 2d, A. D., 1864, the fol- 
lowing Preamble and laws were unani- 
mously adopted for the government of 
the mining interests of said District: 

Whereas, it has been the practice 
and acknowledged right of miners to 
form mining districts, specifying the 
boundaries, making laws, rules and 
regulations for the locating, working 
and controlling mines, when not in! 
conflict with the Constitution of the 
United States, or the laws of the State 
or Territory in which said mines are 
situated. Thérefore, be it resolved, . 

Sec. Ist That the mining rales 
heretofore existing in this District, be 
and hereby are repealed. 

Sec. 2np. This District shall be 
known as the Gold Canon Mining Dis- 
trict, and shall be bounded as follows, 
to wit: commencing at the south-east 
corner of Steptoe City, as laid down 
in a survey of the same; thence run- 
ning in a souther! direction along the 
eastern base of the Steptoe range of | 
mountains, ten miles ; thence dne west 
to the western base of suid moun taing ; 
thence ina northerly direction along 
the western *base of said mountains, 
twenty miles ; thence due east to the 
eastern base of said mountains ; and 
thence in a southerly direction to the 
place of beginning. 

Sec. 3p. There shall be a Recorder 
elected forthis Distriet.on the-second 
(2d) day of July a. vp. 1864, and each 
year thereafter, who shall hold his of- 
fice for one year, unless sooner re- 
moved, which can only be done as in 
hereafter prescribed. 

Sec. shal+be the duty of the 
Recorder to keep in a'suitable book, or 
books, ‘a full and trathfrl record of the
